To amend the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and 

Rodenticide Act to renew and amend the provisions for 

the enhanced review of covered pesticide products, to 

authorize fees for certain pesticide products, to extend 

and improve the collection of maintenance fees, and for 

other purposes.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Pesticide Registration 4

Improvement Renewal Act’’. 5

SEC. 2. REVIEW OF APPLICATIONS. 6

Section 3(c)(3)(B)(ii) of the Federal Insecticide, 7

Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act (7 U.S.C. 8

136a(c)(3)(B)(ii)) is amended— 9

(1) in subparagraph (I), by striking ‘‘within 45 10

days’’ and all that follows through ‘‘and,’’ and in-11

serting ‘‘review the application in accordance with 12

section 33(f)(4)(B) and,’’; and 13

(2) in subparagraph (II), by striking ‘‘within’’ 14

and inserting ‘‘not later than the applicable decision 15

review time established pursuant to section 16

33(f)(4)(B), or, if no review time is established, not 17

later than’’. 18

SEC. 3. REGISTRATION REVIEW. 19

Section 3(g)(1) of the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, 20

and Rodenticide Act (7 U.S.C. 136a(g)(1)) is amended— 21

(1) in subparagraph (A)— 22

(A) in the first sentence, by striking ‘‘The 23

registrations’’ and inserting the following: 24

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—The registrations’’; 25
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(B) in the second sentence, by striking 1

‘‘The Administrator’’ and inserting the fol-2

lowing: 3

‘‘(ii) REGULATIONS.—In accordance with 4

this subparagraph, the Administrator’’; and 5

(C) by striking ‘‘The goal’’ and all that fol-6

lows through ‘‘No registration’’ and inserting 7

the following: 8

‘‘(iii) INITIAL REGISTRATION REVIEW.— 9

The Administrator shall complete the registra-10

tion review of each pesticide or pesticide case, 11

which may be composed of 1 or more active in-12

gredients and the products associated with the 13

active ingredients, not later than the later of— 14

‘‘(I) October 1, 2022; or 15

‘‘(II) the date that is 15 years after 16

the date on which the first pesticide con-17

taining a new active ingredient is reg-18

istered. 19

‘‘(iv) SUBSEQUENT REGISTRATION RE-20

VIEW.—Not later than 15 years after the date 21

on which the initial registration review is com-22

pleted under clause (iii) and each 15 years 23

thereafter, the Administrator shall complete a 24
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subsequent registration review for each pes-1

ticide or pesticide case. 2

‘‘(v) CANCELLATION.—No registration’’; 3

(2) by redesignating subparagraph (B) as sub-4

paragraph (C); and 5

(3) by inserting after subparagraph (A) the fol-6

lowing: 7

‘‘(B) DOCKETING.— 8

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—Subject to clause (ii), 9

after meeting with 1 or more individuals that 10

are not government employees to discuss mat-11

ters relating to a registration review, the Ad-12

ministrator shall place in the docket minutes of 13

the meeting, a list of attendees, and any docu-14

ments exchanged at the meeting, not later than 15

the earlier of— 16

‘‘(I) the date that is 45 days after the 17

meeting; or 18

‘‘(II) the date of issuance of the reg-19

istration review decision. 20

‘‘(ii) PROTECTED INFORMATION.—The Ad-21

ministrator shall identify, but not include in the 22

docket, any confidential business information 23

the disclosure of which is prohibited by section 24

10.’’. 25

the Federal Insecticide Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act (7 9

U.S.C. 136a–1(i)(5) is amended— 10

(1) in subparagraph (D)— 11

(A) in clause (i), by striking by striking 12

‘‘shall be’’ and all that follows through the end 13

of subclause (IV) and inserting ‘‘shall be 14

$71,000 for each of fiscal years 2008 through 15

2012; and’’; and 16

(B) in clause (ii), by striking ‘‘shall be’’ 17

and all that follows through the end of sub-18

clause (IV) and inserting ‘‘shall be $123,000 19

for each of fiscal years 2008 through 2012.’’; 20

SEC. 5. PESTICIDE REGISTRATION SERVICE FEES. 18

(a) DOCUMENTATION.—Section 33(b)(2) of the Fed-19

eral Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act (7 U.S.C. 20

136w–8(b)(2)) is amended— 21

(1) in subparagraph (C), by striking clause (ii) 22

and inserting the following: 23

‘‘(ii) payment of at least 25 percent of 24

the registration service fee and a request 25
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for a waiver from or reduction of the re-1

maining amount of the registration service 2

fee.’’; and 3

(2) by adding at the end the following: 4

‘‘(D) PAYMENT.—The registration service 5

fee required under this subsection shall be due 6

upon submission of the application. 7

‘‘(E) APPLICATIONS SUBJECT TO ADDI-8

TIONAL FEES.—An application may be subject 9

to additional fees if— 10

‘‘(i) the applicant identified the incor-11

rect registration service fee and decision 12

review period; 13

‘‘(ii) after review of a waiver request, 14

the Administrator denies the waiver re-15

quest; or 16

‘‘(iii) after review of the application, 17

the Administrator determines that a dif-18

ferent registration service fee and decision 19

review period apply to the application. 20

‘‘(F) EFFECT OF FAILURE TO PAY FEES.— 21

The Administrator shall reject any application 22

submitted without the required registration 23

service fee. 24
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‘‘(G) NON-REFUNDABLE PORTION OF 1

FEES.— 2

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—The Administrator 3

shall retain 25 percent of the applicable 4

registration service fee. 5

‘‘(ii) LIMITATION.—Any waiver, re-6

fund, credit or other reduction in the reg-7

istration service fee shall not exceed 75 8

percent of the registration service fee. 9

‘‘(H) COLLECTION OF UNPAID FEES.—In 10

any case in which the Administrator does not 11

receive payment of a registration service fee (or 12

applicable portion of the registration service 13

fee) by the date that is 30 days after the fee 14

is due, the fee shall be treated as a claim of the 15

United States Government subject to sub-16

chapter II of chapter 37 of title 31, United 17

States Code.’’. 18

Administrator shall increase by an additional 5 20

percent the registration service fee in effect as 21

of September 30, 2010. 22

‘‘(C) PUBLICATION.—The Administrator 23

shall publish in the Federal Register the revised 24

registration service fee schedules.’’. 25

Rodenticide Act (7 U.S.C. 136w–8(b)(7)(F)) is amend-3

SEC. 6. EFFECTIVE DATE. 15

This Act and the amendments made by this Act take 16

effect on October 1, 2007. 17
